Enclosed herewith I send you one silver dollar & one silver quarter of which I will 
explain history and wish for and early reply in return. 

The dollar was used on the Eourth day of July as a target by members of the Columbian 
Camp Chair Co. which ended in a quarrel was then passed on to Albert Becker of the Columbian 
Guide Co. and finally after vain effort to pass it by Mr. Becker on other people had made the 
successful attempt on me. 

The silver quarter was handed to me for a guide book by a minister who, after I refused it, 
used profane language in such a manner, so that I concluded to take it to avoid a pitched battle 
between he and myself. 

I now send them to you so that they may not be put into circulation again, and will be 
greatly obliged if you send in return, just what they are worth. 

I am a poor man and am working hard for a small sum. My education is good and it does 
me no good at all in a city of plenty. As soon as I hear from you and receive my returns I will go 
west and help build up the country “if you can offer me nothing there”. I am honest and have 
good habits. Can give first class A1 references to that effect.
